The trial of Wheeling for the murder 
of Billy Tweedy drew a big assembly 
again in Judge Cheney’s court yesterday. 
The defense put a great many witnesses 
on, mostly for the purpose of proving 
that Tweedy was a quarrelsome, danger­ 
ous man, that Wheeling was of a peace­ 
ful disposition, and that Zack Gentry is 
not a person to be believed. Perhipa 
the strongest evidence yet put in by tho 
defense was that given by U. W. P.att. 
Among other things Pratt said: 
He and Tweedy had a conversation 
regarding Wheeling. Tweedy said Wheel­ 
ing must bed— careful never to cross hie 
iath. 
If he did he would shoot him. 
weedy, Tom and Zack Gentry, had por­

sued a m an named John F. Green. 
latter was a relative of the Heryfords. 
Green had utarted 
for Los Angeles. 
Tweedy and Tom and Z*ck G entry rode 
up to where W heeling was at work

Wheeling 
said 
he 
had 
left 
for Los Angeles and told Tweedy a route 
he had taken. Tweedy suspected th at 
Wheeling had misdirected them, and 
accordingly took another route. They 
overtook Green, and Tweedv leveled 
his W inchester rifle at him . 
The latter 
begged for mercy, and said if hie life was 
spared he would give Tweedv a lot in 
Los Angeles—all tho property he had in 
the world—and wonld not retara to 
Antelope. 
Tom strack Green a num ber 
of tim es and badly treated him . 
W hile 
this thrashing was in progress Wheeling 
came running up with a revolver in his 
hand. 
Tweedy saw him coming, and, 
turning, drew a bead on him . 
W heeling 
ran toan old adobe for refuge. 
In de­ 
scribing W heeling’s flight to the witness, 
Tweedy said he ran like a deer, and was 
about as big a coward as old Heryford. 
It was in this conversation th a t Tweedy 
observed that W heeling had better not 
cross bin path ag ain ; that he had a bad 
eye, and he (Tweedy) did not trust 
him. 
Henry Hughes said that h e had a con­ 
versation with Tweedy in May last at the 
residence of his brother-in-law. The 
talk was abont a trial over some hogs 
having been 6hot. Heryford and W heel­ 
ing were the defendants, and the hogs 
belonged to Tweedy. In that conversa­ 
tion Tweedy made use of threats against 
persons unm istakably 
Heryford 
and 
Wheeling. This was in May, 
1888. 
Tweedy Baid the expense of the law and 
the loss of his hogs footed up about 
$5,000. Tweedy B aid: 
“ Now, I hope 
you boys in this country will not go back 
on me some day, for I intend to shoot 
the s 
b------ 
The trouble all grew out of this hog 
caee. Tweedy had a lot of hogs and 
some dastardly villains came there and 
shot a lot of them and piled them up in 
cords. Wheeling and old Heryford were 
tried for 
this 
malicious 
act. 
Later 
Tweedy’s choice bull waB shot, and this 
lie laid to Wheeling. The Justice of the 
Peace Dinsmoor, who tried the hog case, 
was put on. 
His docket was put before 
him for identification. 
He identified the 
book, but every page of the writing in it 
was gone. 
He e&id some one had gone 
into his office while he was in Los Ange­ 
les and had thus m utilated the books. 
The case goes on today.

The City Council met yesterday morn­ 
ing in adjourned

An ordinance of intention to pave New 
H igh street with porphyry was read and 
laid over. 
An ordinance providing for th e pay 
m eat of incidental expenses connected 
w ith the paving of streets by private 
contract was read and adopted. 
Ordinances perm itting the property 
owners on M aple avenne, Louisiana ave­ 
nue, Adams street, York street and Pros­ 
pect street to grade by private contract 
were read an a adopted. 
The report of the Board of Public 
W orks, as published in the H e r a l d , was 
read and adopted. 
The m atter of the Second-street Cable 
Company’s petition for a franchise to 
extend its line came up, and Mr. Swain, 
on behalf of the company, after reciting 
the decision of the coart on the Cahuenga 
Valley railroad franchise, asked that the 
Council give the company its rights. 
There appeared to him to be no reason 
w hy a franchise should not be granted for 
a steam road. He said the company had 
spDÜed for a franchise for an extension 
and it had not been granted, and seeing 
nothing ahead, it did not seem worth 
while to operate the road and it shut 
down. This was not done as a bluff. 
Now the company asked for something 
it conld use. This was a franchise to 
Alvarado street and the franchise to the 
Cahuenga road. If these were granted 
he promised that the present cable road 
would commence to run again in three 
days. 
Mr. Meserve appeared and stated that 
the property owners objected to the 
granting of the franchise for the exten­ 
sion of the line to Alvarado street, and 
there was a majority of the reeidents on 
th e street who objected to the line. They 
had in view the building of a line along 
First street to the city limits, and if this 
franchise were gran'ed it would effectu 
ally shut out any other line. 
Mr. M altman said he owned a number 
of feet along the line of the street be 
tween Belmont avenue and the city 
limits, and he decidedly objected to the 
granting of the franchise. H e recited a 
case which occurred in the court, in 
which Mr. McLaughlin had claimed that 
his Cahuenga valley franchise was i 
nullity, and yet be came into the Conn 
cil and askod that he be given a fran­ 
chise to cover this nullity. 
He was of 
th e opinion that the Second-street Cable 
Company simply w anted its franchise 
extended a short distance so aa to shut 
o i t any other line th a t m ight desire to 
run to the city limits. 
Mr. Swain said th at Mr. McLaughlin 
h ad expended nearly $200 000 on the 
road, and if he were not granted what 
he asked this would be lost.

The 
revolutionary sentim ent is apparently 
very strong, judging from a circular re­ 
cently iaBued. It is one of the most ven­ 
omous and radical ever published, and 
has been distributed all over the coun­ 
try. It speaks of the “ barbarous laws,” 
“ che assassin band of 200 policemen, 
against whose attack a bomb was hurled 
in legitimate self-defense,” etc. 
It de- 
dares that “ a daring deed would havo 
fust rat od the hanging, but instead of this 
the people only passed resolutions. How 
different it m ight have been with those 
who participated in this kind of demon­ 
stration had they made a bold stand, as 
the urgency of th e situation dem anded.” 
The circular calls on anarchists, social­ 
ists, trades unionists, Knights of Labor, 
tam ers, free-thinkers and citizens to 
seize the opportunity on November 11th 
to divide the good and evil into two 
eamps, and rally under the standard of 
social revolution.

hom e industry. 
Keep the money at 
hom e th at so often goes out to p iy for 
staples not as good as those manufac­ 
tured right here. The manufactures of 
San Francisco were built up very slowly 
and under great discouragements. We are 
starting o at under much more favorable 
aospices than did the pioneer m anu­ 
facturers of the Qolden 
Gate. 
All 
th at is needed is th at our people should 
recognize the duty of standing by their 
feilow-citizens who have inaugurated the 
industrial era which will not only shortly 
enable us to supply the needs of our own 
people but those of the millions who are 
soon to inhabit the country tributary to 
Los Angeles. Bay the fabrications of your 
own townsman, even if not quite as good 
as those made in the long time cen­ 
ters of manufactured specialties; but, by 
all means, buy them when they are 
better, which is frequently the case. 
From manufactures of iron, electrical 
appliances, 
wagonB, 
carriages, tiles, 
cem ent and vitrified pipe to toothsome 
crackers, we have already made great 
progress here—a progress that can be 
indefinitely extended by a generouB pat­ 
ronage. 
Give yonr industrious fellow- 
citizen a show, and thns enable him to 
stand before kings, in the language of 
aorip'.ure, or before the American sover­ 
eigns, which am ounts to the same thing. 


Let Vi Have Sugar. 
The H k k a l d claims the liberty o f talk­ 
ing a good deal abont the sugar beet, 
from time to tim e. 
Away back in the 
Napoleonic wars, when the cruisers o f 
England prevented the French from get­ 
ting the sugar of their W est Indian pos­ 
sessions, Bonaparte conceived the happy 
idea of making sugar from beets. Later, 
when his Berlin decrees had practically 
closed all the ports of Europe to American 
sugar from any source, the Germans also 
entered into the 
business. 
Iu both 


nations the experiment was a great suc­ 
cess. In Germany today an acre of land 
adapted to the growth of the sugar beet 
cannot be bought for less than $1,000, 
and there is no land boom, or any arti­ 
ficial boom of any kind, in the country 
of the Teuton. 
There are five hundred 
thousand acres of land in Los Angeles 
county which are as perfectly adapted to 
the 
growth 
of the 
sugar beet as 
any soil on earth. 
Five 
or 
six 
years 
ago 
Mr. 
Ram i 
Nadeau 
started in to raise th e sugar beet on his 
ranch south of the city, and he also ex­ 
perimented on other lands in the county. 
Oq Eeven hundred acres of land on the 
Rodeo de Las Aguas ranch he ratted an 
average of twenty-six tons to the acre, 
which showed an average of seventeen 
per cent, of saccharine m atter. At four­ 
teen per cent, of saccharine m atter an 
acre of this kind of land will yield $104, 
or ten acres will assure the frugal 
farmer a return of $1,040. Mr. Spreckels, 
a t the tim e 
negotiations 
were first 
started with him , agreed to pay $4 a ton 
for all beets with fourteen per cent, of 
saccharine matter, and to add fifty cents 
a ton additional for each percentage of 
sugar above fourteen per cent. JuBtnow 
Mr. Spreckels is probably spread over 
too m uch territory to 
adm it of his 
building sugar factories in Los Angeles. 
But Mr. Richard Gird and his French 
business associates are here to take Mr. 
Spreckels’s place. Elsewhere we publish 
a list of farm ers in the Ballona and Ca- 
huenga districts who are prepared to 
start the ball rolling. They are ready to 
double the acreage set opposite their 
names. 
H era is a good exam ple. It 
should be taken up all over the county. 
Co-operative sngar beet factories ought 
to spring np all over Los Angeles 
and Orange counties. 
The United 
States raises but a fraction of the sugar 
consumed by its people. There is no 
reason why it should not raiee it all. 
The beets raised by Nadeau were dried 
and sliced, and used as food for cattle; 
they paid the expenses of the planting 
of Nadeau’s three thousand acre vine­ 
yard. By all means let oar farmers 
band together and raise sugar, enriching 
themselves thereby as do the French 
and German farmers. 
Since writing the foregoing, we are 
enabled to state on authority that Mr. 
Gird has completed his deal with the 
Frenchmen and with the American Sugar 
Refinery, and there are to be two sugar 
factories and a grand central sugar refinery 
in this neighborhood, the latter edifice to 
be on the Chino ranch. 
Details of this 
gratifying news will be found in pur local 
columna. 


R e p o r t s from the elections up to mid­ 
night last night were not very definile, 
but sufficiently so to indicate that the 
battle has gone substantially with oar 
side. The Old Dominion has nobly vin­ 
dicated its Democratic record. 
New 
Jersey is well in line with her stannch 
Democratic proclivities. 
The Em pire 
State is Bafely ours, and Ohio íb in great 
doubt. Even silent Mr. Quay opens his 
mouth sufficiently wide to say this much. 
Hamilton county, in which is the-city of 
Cincinnati, is reported as going 6,000 lor 
the Democratic candidate for Governor, 
whereas two years ago it gave Mr. Foraker 
a majority of 7,000. Here is a Democratic 
gain of 13,000 in that one county. In 
1888 H arrison’s majority in the Buckeye 
State was only 19,000. Iu this off year 
the vote is light, and this Io s b of 13,000 
in Hamilton county putB the Republican 
mercury very low in the tube. It looks 
very m uch like a Waterloo, and cannot 
fall far short of a defeat, even if Foraker 
should pull through by the skin of his 
teeth. 
Even in Iowa there is a big re­ 
volt in the ranks of the g. o. p., and that 
State, heretofore so hidebound in its 
politics, is declared in jeopardy. 


I n t u b death of Hon. J. D. Oallahan 
the State has lost a good citizen, hiB 
children an exe-apiary father, and the 
Democratic party one of its most able 
and distinguished leaders. M r. Oullaban 
came to California early in the fifties, 
and most of the time since has been a 
resident of Stockton, where he was uni­ 
versally esteemed for his excellent qual­ 
ities. 
We believe that the wife of the 
deceased gentleman was a Miss Dent 
when he married her, and a sister of 
Mrs. General G rant. At least there was 
a close relationship by marriage between 
General 
G rant and 
Mr. 
Oallahan. 
It will be remembered that on the 
resignation of Mr. January as State 
Treasurer, daring Governor Stoneman’e 
adm inistration, Mr. Oullahan was ap­ 
pointed to that exalted position. He 
proved him self a worthy custodian of the 
public moneys, and turned over the 
office to bis successor with a clean bal­ 
ance Bheet. There was no m an in the 
State more widely known or more highly 
esteemed, or whose death will be more 
severely regretted than genial, kindly, 
honest D. J. Oallahan. 


T h e r e is an infallible financial bar­ 
ometer which people would do as well to 
study, and that íb the iron market. 
W henever iron is low the business pulse 
of the world beats feebly. 
The moet 
encouraging sign for many a day is the 
fact that the price of iron ie now advanc­ 
ing in the London market. 
The first sign

of

which began to be noted four or five 
years later, ;ind which by 1 8 7 8 had vital­ 
ized all lines of trade, introducing an era 
of prosperity which lasted for nearly a 
decade. It will not be long before this 
quickening in .iron will be followed by 
general business activity, both at home 
and abroad. The long, weary repetition 
of failures introduced by H arrison’s ad­ 
m inistration will soon cease, and the 
country will become prosperous in spite 
of Benjamin and all his works.

C l e v e l a n d , Ohio, November 5.—The 
election in Ohio was very quiet. 
In 
Cleveland the day was marked w ith no 
adventure. 
The Republicans felt sure 
that Forakor would be cut here and 
there by cautious citizens who think two 
term s in the gubernatorial chair quite 
enough for any man, and by others who 
do not and never will believe th a t be was 
faithful to Sherman in the last conven­ 
tion. The Democrats felt certain that 
Campbell would suffer at the hands of 
those members of hiB party who swear 
by ex-P.eaident Cleveland and tariff re­ 
form. All this complicated the situa­ 
tion, and the Republicans were prepared 
to hear of Foraker’s election by a plu­ 
rality of 10,000, or his defeat by a plu­ 
rality not quite so large, perhaps, but 
equally convincing. 
The whiskey ques­ 
tion, too, cut no small figure in the 
contest. The impression prevailed that 
the brewers, distillers and dealers gen­ 
erally were Democrats this autum n, and 
many members of the Democratic party 
who are in favor of restricting the liquor 
traffic were quite content to vote the Re­ 
publican ticket, and thus defeat the 
purposes of those men who seek to 
amend the present liquor law. 
H ere 
again was another complication, and 
there wa9, indeed, no logic in the situa­ 
tion ; it was $ plain w w oí 


UNFATHOMABLE UNCERTAINTY. 
Early this evening, as the returns 
came in 
from 
the various precincts 
throughout the State, it became evident 
that the Prohibitionists were gaining, 
which m eant loss to the Republicans. 
It was also observed that the Labor party 
had lost heavily over the vote of two 
years ago, an indication of a large gain 
for the Democratic party. 
C o lu m d u s, Ohio, November 5 .—The 
election in Columbus was one of the 
most quiet ever experienced in the city, 
The polls did not close until 6 p, m. 


CAMPBELL CARRIES CINCINNATI. 
C in c in n a t i, November 5 .— One hun­ 
dred aud one out of 170 precincts in Cin­ 
cinnati give Campbell a plurality of 
2,610. 
This indicates for the city and 
county a majority for Campbell of 4.$8G, 
which would be a Democratic gain in 
Hamilton county of 11 000. This would 
leave a little over 12,000 in other por­ 
tions of the State to be overcome by 
Campbell. 
At 12:30 fourteen precincts in the city 
have not been heard from. Them ejority 
for Campbell, without these, was 5,149. 


THE GERMAN VOTE DID IT. 


C in c in n a t i, Ohio, November 5 .— The 
loss by Foraker of Hamilton county, 
which gave him a plurality of nearly 
7 .0 0 0 two years ago, haB been largely 
effected by the defection in the German 
Republican wards. The losses in single 
precincts in some of these wards amount 
to more than 2 0 0 votes. This result waB 
not anticipated 
by the Republicans. 
W hile the losses of Foraker were not 
confined to these wards, they are much 
more marked than in other portions of 
the city. 
The returns also show that 
specially in the German wards the head 
of the ticket was the thing most severely 
hit by Republican scratchera. 


TOO MUCH SUNDAY LEGISLATION. 
The Commercial Gazette, commenting 
on the result in H am ilton county, says: 
“ It is the outgrowth of the Sunday ques­ 
tion. 
Saloon legislation did not seem to 
be a disturbing thing, but the rather bad 
adm inistra1 ion of the Snnday laws was 
the cause of discontent among the Ger­ 
mans. The estim ate at m idnight is that

Reports of the Committees 
Hauded In. 


THE INTERIOR SEWER SYSTEM. 


Sewage for Irrigation Recommended 
—The City Should Own 
the Works. 


The Sewer Com m ission m et in the City 
H all yesterday afternoon at 2 o ’clock 
Mr. 
C. M. 
W ells in th e 
chair, and 
M essrs. Breed, C ulver, G oode,H am ilton, 
H ansen, Jackson, Jones, Jndson, K nox, 
Sum m erland, Sinsabaagh, Toberm an and 
W orkman present. 
The Chairman stated that he had been 
attacked by a m orning paper for refusing 
to allow Mr. W. Ferguson to sit with the 
com m ission. 
In snpport of his action 
w hich 
he regretted 
a t th e tim e, bnt 
w hich was im perative, he read a com ­ 
m unication from th e Secretary of the 
com m ission w hen it waB first appoiuted, 
proving conclusively that Mr. Ferguson 
had never been a m em ber. 
H e referred 
briefly to th e loss sustained by the com ­ 
m ission in th e death of Mr. B. Cohn, 
one of its m em bers. 
On m otion of Mr. J. E . Jackson, the 
Chair appointed M essrs. Jackson, Jones 
and K nox a9 a com m ittee to draft a reso­ 
lution of sym pathy, and it was resolved 
that when the comm ission adjourned it 
did so out of respect for the deceased 
gentlem an. 
None of the three sub-com m ittees be 
ing ready to report, owing to the absence 
of Mr. Judson, a recess was taken for 
about twenty m inutes. 
On re convening 
the special com m ittee offered the follow­ 
ing resolution, which was unanim ously 
adopted: 
W h ereas, Since th e last m eeting of thiB 
commthhion, Mr. B Cohn, one o ' our m em 
bers, has departed this life; therefore, be it 
Resolved, T hat this com m ission hereby ex­ 
presses to the fam ily of th e deceased its high 
appreciation of the publlo s e rv io s of o u r late 
associate. 
We recogniz? in hie long-coutinued 
public career as an official of th e city o f Los 
Angeles, a m an w ho h>.s rendered em in en t 
service to the people of thin city, w hiie his 
know ledge of tluance has alw ays redounded to 
th e savlug of public moneys, and his eniight 
ened judgm ent has encouraged just and liberal 
progress In the grow th of a m ore perfect sys­ 
tem of m unicipal governm ent. 
We deplore 
the loss of snch a m an ss a loss to the city at 
largo, and thereby testify to his public career 
as an exam ple w orthy of em ulation. 
On motion of Mr. E . N H am ilton, the 
vacancy caused by the death of B. Cohn 
w as filled by the appointm ent of Mr 
W illiam Ferguson. 
Mr. Culver, of the Com m ittee on the 
Utilization of Sewage, then offered the 
original report of 
that comm ittee, a 
lengthy 
docum ent comprieing 
seven 
pages of printed matter, which, he ex 
plained, was signed by Mr. Summerland 
him self in the form of a m inority re­ 
port. 
The report was read and placed 
on file. 
Mr. K nox, of the sam e com m ittee, 
then 
presented 
the majority report, 
signed by Messrs. Judson, Sinsabangh 
and him«elf. 
H e said that it differed 
only from the other report in that it had 
been amended as to the policy of the 
com m ission on certain Questions, notably 
the outfall sewer. 
Mr. Judson, who 
signed this report, had signed ihe other 
report, but had withdrawn his signature. 
The report, after giving a brief historv 
of the causes which led to the use of 
sewage for irrigation, says that “ with us 
artificial watering by irrigation is a necee 
eity,” and what would d im age other 
places “ works wonders in fruitful pro­ 
ducts to us. 
In view of these proposi 
tions, our problem of sewage dispoeal in 
reduced to the accom plishm ent of produc­ 
ing a fair liquid result by precipitation, 
straining or filtration. 
The elim ination 
of storm drainage from sewage matter 
and th e water carrier system ie contem 
plated in this consideration.” The report 
then speaks of the action of the air on 
Be wage, and says “ And according to the 
testim ony adduced before this commission 
we believe that raw sewage cannot be 
successfully or safely used unless the ut­ 
m ost care and precaution is used in 
handling it.” 
The report further Btates 
that it would require nearly 3,000 acres 
of land for the disposal of the sew age of 
a city of 200,000 and unless the solids 
were taken out *‘it would be difficult to 
estim ate the num ber of acres it would 
take in addition to use up the output.” 
The report speaks of separating works 
and estim ates the value of the fertilizing 
m aterials collected by them for a popula­ 
tion of 80,000 from $160,000 to $200,000 
per year, aud Baye: 
“ H ere where every 
drop of water is invaluable and the 
supply is greatly less than the demand 
therefor, it would bring a revenue to the 
city that would in large 
part, if no. 
more than wholly, defray the expense of 
the treatm ent for the removal of tho 
solids from the eewago. 
Tue following 
conclusions and recom m endations were 
,de at the close of the report: 
. Irst. That th e city. If It makes any contract 
for the disposal of its raw aewag.i for irrigating 
pumoscB to any com pany, reserve the right to 
a c q u ire a u y p la u tth a t.u a > be erected for its 
precipitation, clarification, fl'tration or treat­ 
m ent, by giving five years’ notice to said com 
pany or individuals, to whom u franchise m ay 
b j granted for a longer term . 
And that such 
com pany, th eir successors or assigns shall sell 
tlie ir p lan t and appurtenances ts the city iu 
■such case at a sum to be agreed upon by two 
com m issioners, one to be appointed by th e City 
Council, aud one by the said com pany, and in 
case of a disagreem ent, a th ird com m issioner 
to be selected by th e two. T hat such company 
shall bind Itself in any co n tract m ade w ith the 
city, for the erection of plant and appurten­ 
ances, not to acquire any patented proc isses at 
exorbitant cost, and th at in such purchase as 
to cost and advisability, th e City Council of tho 
City of Los Angel s shall have an equal vote. 
Second. Your com m ittee are of the opinion 
th at the city should fully control th e purifica­ 
tion and handling of the sewage. Of the expert 
m edical testim ony token by this com m ittee, 
one—Dr. Dougherty—was opposed to th e use oí 
raw sewage, because, in his opinion, of the ill 
effects upon public h ealth : w hile two— Dr». 
Wldney and Orme (the latter President of the 
State Board of H ealth)--claim ed th at th e most 
em inent physicians and sanitary writers of 
Europe and Am erica held to the opinion th at if 
raw sewage was properly handled and utilizad 
w ithin tw enty-four hours thereafter before fer­ 
m entation 
and 
decom position 
ensued, it 
was 
not 
detrim ental 
to 
public 
health. 
T hat 
it 
should 
derive 
any 
benefit 
therefrom , if benefit there be, and if It proves 
otherw ise th an advantag*ous, it is not w ithin 
th e province of th is com m ittee to consider a 
remedy. 
T hird. T hat in case of any irrem ediable 
nuisance being created by th e use of sewage 
m atter for Irrigation, or should any local plant 
for separating th e solids from the liquid be de­ 
clared by th e courts to be detrim ental to health, 
an d a m andatory order be issued for its diB- 
continnance, and should m ethods of treatm ent 
be incapable of rectifying th e evil, the city or 
said com pany would be powerless to comply 
w ith th e order w ithout a sea outlet, and any 
bondB given by any com pany handling tbe 
sewage could not abate w hat m ight be judged 
a public nuisance w ithout a ready outlet to the 
sea. 
Fourth. A n acquisition of lands for treating 
stations, in connection with a right-of-way to 
th e ocean, should be pecured By condem nation 
o r purchase and should the sewage output be 
disposed of to any com pany, then the city to 
lease to tbem th e ground on w hich th e treat­ 
m en t station was situated, with the use of the 
treatin g station ground and sea output sewer 
if there shall be a necessity for its construction. 
Fifth. It is the opinion of your com m ittee 
th at th e city should not own or operate any 
sew er farm , but dispose of th e products reauU- 


futnre value of this m aterial, an d th e foregoing 
com prises only th e o utlines of ih e question, 
and we are of th e opinion th at it should receive 
the m ost careful au d in tellig en t consideration 
of any su tje o t connected w ith the sew er prnb 
loins, an d that it w ould be Im practicable in the 
lim ited tim e and circum stances u n d er w hich 
this com m ission can a c t to do justice to the 
possibilities involved, an d th a t la view of the 
possible great future value of this seem ing d is­ 
agreeable and derided m atter, it la deem ed a 
duty to respectfully Im press upon th e a u th o ri­ 
ties of th e city, w ho w ill soon be called upon 
to dispose of the question, th at there m ay be 
great w orth and treasure in it if w isely ,' 
diclously and p rudently h an d led

of.

fu rth e r 
believe 
th e 
city should erect w orks for Its treatm en t and 
disposal to land-ow ners, as m any processes are 
tree for them to ubo w ithout any costly patent 
process or m achinery, an d ouly require good 
judgm ent an d skill in th eir selection an d m an 
agem ent. 
We concur in th e foregoing report aud con 
clu*lons as am ended by us. but would more 
distinctly explain our approval of the three or 
four conclusions by say Ing th at we first favor 
alternative m ethods of disposition of the p uri­ 
fied sew er w ater. 
But if alte r a fair tiia l they 
shall prove im practicable or unsatisfactory, an 
outfail sew er to th eo cean w ould becom ean im ­ 
perative necessity: but it should be used only 
to C8rry aw ay the purified sewage water, so as 
to avoid a nu isan ce upon th e o. can shore. 
The com m ittee on the interior system 
recom m ended that “ the sewage of all the 
district lying east of Loe AngeleB river be 
carried to som e point on the south boun­ 
dary and east of tbe river. 
And we 
recom m end that a large proportion of the 
sew age from th e district lying west of the 
river be diverted to som e point on the 
south boundary and near the weet bank 
of tbe river. 
Another outlet should be 
provided on the south boundary at San 
Pedro street, from w hich to furnish the 
required amount of sewage contracted 
for by the South Side Irrigation Com­ 
pany, and the southw est corner of the 
city should have an outlet near th e south­ 
west corner.” 
T he report further otatee 
chat a great portion of the sewers could 
be built by a direct tax of $1 per foot on 
the 
property 
on each side 
of 
the 
street where 
a eewer is constructed. 
Afior 
this 
is done 
th e 
com m ittee 
thought that $200,000 would be all that 
was uecessary to raise by bonds for the 
construction oí the balance of the sewers 
The com m ittee recommendbd that only 
salt-glaz9d vitrified pipe be ueed in the 
construction of the sew ers, and that the 
size be lim ited to twenty-four inches in 
diameter. 
The majority of the Com m ittee on 
Storm Drains were of the opinion that 
storm 
drains 
were 
detrim ental 
to 
health and their use against the best in- 
tere-ts of the city. 
It conceded, how­ 
ever, that storm drains were needed to a 
certain extent, and recom m ended that a 
sum not to excee d $50,000 be used for tl e 
construction of s orm drains separate 
from ihe eewer system . 
Major E . W . Jorea subm itted the mi 
nori'y report, in w hich he said that he 
had been unable “ to give the question of 
-ttorm water drains such consideration as 
h e would like, but a recollection of tbe 
effect of many heavy rainstorms during 
the last seven years upon m any of the 
streets and m uch of the property of our 
city leads him to urge tb e construction 
o' uch drains. 
The belief a lsj that only 
engineering tkill and experience is com 
petent to prescribe either the cost or 
character of such drains induces him to 
defer any recom m endation in this re­ 
spect to such skill and experience.” 
The reports were received and filed 
and th e Com m ittee on th e Outfall Sewer 
was granted until today to report. 
Adjourned until th is afternoon.
